SIMS BILL PASSED 
BY VOTE OF 47 TO 1 


Proposal Provides for As- 
sessment on Properties 


for Taxes at One-Half of | 


Market Values. 


The senate Thursday sent to the 
house an approved bill by Senator 
Walter A. Sims, of Atlanta, cutting 
ad valorem taxes in half and launch- 
ed into a long debate on the auto li- 
cense tag bill which was not con- 
cluded during the session and may 


run over into next week. 

Indications were Thursday’ night 
that the senate would not accept ‘he 
$3 to $15 tag bill passed by the 
house and that the bill finally would 
have to go to conference, ‘he con- 
ferees determining the final schedule 
of prices for the tags. 

Anti-administration 4nd administra- 
tion forced, called into conference late 
Thursday by Hugh A. Carrithers, 
presideot pro tem. of the senate, vir- 
tually agreed upon the so-called “Riv- 
ers amendment,” which provides for 
raising the weight limitation on $3 
tags to 3,000 pounds and to fix. the 
price for tags on trucks of 1 1-2-tun 
capacity at $7.50, 

Carrithers, in advocating the amend- 
ment, pointed out that the amendment 
to the house bill would take care of 
the owners of low-priced cars and es- 
pecially of the farmers whose trucks 
were under 1 1-2-ton capacities. 

‘The Sims bill was passed by a 
vote of 47 to 1. It provides that 
tax receivers fix the assessment on 
properties for ad valorem taxes at 
one-half of the market values of the 
properties instead of the full market 
values as at present. The proposal 
is a constitutional’ amendment and 
must de votéd on by the people. 

Senator Sims said he was confi- 
dent the measure would pass the 
house and would be signed by the 
governor. 

“Ad valorem taxes must be reduced 
if we are to have any business re- 
vival in Georgia,” the Atlanta sen- 
ator said. “We mast ac2 to help 
the property owners and I am glad 
to see my bill go through the senate 
by such a tremendous majority.” 

Tag Bill Debate Halted. 

Debate on the auto tag bill was 
halted at adjournment, the senate 
voting down a motion by the veteran 
Senator J. Ben Jackson te hold an 
afternoon and a nigh® session if neces- 

gary to complete discussion of the 
proposal. 

Senator Jackson Thursday night 
gaid that sponsors of the flat $3 rate 
will attempt ‘+o bring the bill to a 

‘ vote today, “and let the gga know 
what they can expect. We want to 
keep the people out of a state of 
uncertainty. SES 

“If we do not give the people relief 
in this case,” said Senator Jackson, 
“we need not expect any tax relief 
from any other source at this session 
of the legislature.” } 

Both sides of the motor tag reduc- 
tion fight were under discussion 
Thursday night in hotel rooms and 
gathering places as sponsors and op- 
ponents of the flat rate reduction 
sought additional support. Friends 
of the administration said that the 
governor's strength has increased by 
at least a third of the senate since

Gilliam Attacks Proposed

Attacking a proposed charter amend- 
ment shortening the term of Mayor 
James L. Key as “a move of defeated 
and repudiated recall forces to dic- 
tate to the Atlanta municipal govern- 
ment,” Alderman Ed A. Gilliam, who 
led the anti-recall forces in the recent 
effort to oust the Atlanta mayor, 
Thursday flayed the bill presented to 
the house of representatives. A. Steve 


Nance, president of the Atlanta Fed- 
eration of Labor, was scored by Gil- 


iam, 

The bill. offered by Representative 
Luther Still, of Fulton, would make 
Key's term expire January, 1934, in- 
stead of January, 1935, as now pro- 
vided under charter provisions. The 
house during the day adopted by 169 
to 2 a bill sponsored by Representa- 
tive William B. Hartsfield for a con- 
stitutional amendment to establish a 
new senatorial district including Ful- 
ton county only. 

“The bill by Representative Still 
is solely a flareback of the unsuc- 
cessful and -repudiated  recallers,’ 
Gilliam said. “It has no place in the 
Georgia assembly. :f that body hon- 
estly wants a two-year term for the 
mayor of Atlanta, it should adopt an 
amendment providing for that, but 
should not legislate a man out of 
office to which he was elected. twice 
by the voters of Atlanta. ;

Faced with the mos? acute finan- 
cial crisis in Atlanta’s history, Mayor 
James L. Key Thursday afternoon 
called a special meeting of council 
for 11 o'clock this morning to consider 


emergency moves, while automobile 
service at the municipal garage was 
limited to police, Grady hospital and 
city sanitary trucks by order of 
Cofncilman Frank Wilson, chairman 
of the garage committee, :

Drastic curtailment of city services 
because of a money shortage was fol- 
lowed by the electric lights commi>- 
tees in session. Thursday afternoon 
as that body ordered all white ways 
extinguished immediately and _in- 
structed Dewey Johnson, superintend- 
ent of electrical affairs, to prepare 
a list of about 2,000 of the 4,900 
street lamps which must be cut off. 
There are about 2,200 white posts 
which will be darkened by the order. 

The council meeting this morning 
also is expected to register an of- 
fickal. objection to the proposed char-. 
ter endment, already passed by 
the house of representatives and 
pending the senate, requiring the 
city to give 30 per cent of the in- 
come of the: city to schools. This 
means ‘an increase of 4 per cent in 
revenue, which administration lead- 
ers say will mean absolute fiscal ruin 
this year. 

Members of the Atlanta board of 
education at 3 o'clock this afternoon 
are expected to receive a recommen- 
dation from the current expenditures 
committee of that body that a finance 
sheet be approved by the board and 
sent to Key for his sanction provid- 
ing for an .anticipation of $317,000 
from the 30 per cent pending legisla- 
tive measure. 

Aledrman Ed A. Gilliam, chairman 
of the finance and schools commit- 
tees of council, who has opposed 
vigorously the amendmen, and who 
also opposes the current expenditure 
committee recommendations, predict- 
ed passage of the budget by the board. 

Key will veto e sheet, according 
to prognosticators, and thie will give 
Comptroller B. Graham West. and 
the chairman of the finance commit- 
tee a place on the board, ander pres- 
ent charter provisions. 

The sanitary committee in special 
session Thursday afternoon voted to 
place a “skeleton squad’ on the 
streets as an extreme emergency 
move. Under their orders three of the 
five remaining street sweepers; 10 
of the 26 garbage trucks: three flush- 
ing machines and three additional! 
trucks will be taken out-of service.

Frilly lace cuffs, paper boat sides, 
three-cornered hat, cherry tree, hatch- 
et, flags, Betsy Ross aprons, and 
other easily procured “‘properties” are 
provided behind the scenes. 

The team then decides upon the 
pontomime and works it up, finally 
coming out in front of the sheet and 
acting out the event in the life of 
Washington they wish to depict. The 
object* is” to make the audience laugh. 
But anyone in the audience who does 
laugh is immediately seized by one of 
the monitors, and stripped of his in- 
signia.

BERLIN, Feb. 2.—(4)—Chancellor 
Adolf Hitler, who took over the cares 
of government four days ago, today 
renewed his plea for four years of 
power, challenging his cozintrymen ‘*o 
“erucify me-or do anything else to 
me” if his policies have not succeeded 
in that time. . 

Give Me Four Years. 

“The other side had things all their 
own way for 14 years, and look at 
the result!” he told his visitors, “Give 
us four years, the legal period of a 
reichstag, and then le+ the country 
sit in judgment. Let them crucify me 
or do anything else they want to me 
‘$f at the end of four years we have 
not succeeded.” 

“I hope the people of the world 
realize what is going on in Germany,” 
he said. “There can be no middle 
course here. Either the red flag of 
bolshevism will be hoisted soon or 
Germany will find herself again. 

“I want to appeal to the press of 
the world not to form premature 
judgments on the events that are tak- 
ing place. Please judge Germany's 
new government by its deeds, and take 
its deeds as a whole, not as isolated 
incidents.” 

“We can only guess what the re- 
sults of another war would be, and 
nobody wants peace more than I do— 
more than the German people do.” 

He spoke with tremendous earnest- 
ness. 

“But we must insist on equality 
with other nations and on our right- 
ful place in the world. I cannot think 
that any patriot in any country would 
do any differently than we are doing 
for our country. Naturally, my first 
eoncem is Germany.”

Instead of doine this, the first half 
million bales were sold on the open 
market, and the proceeds were used 
to purchase cotton cloth. 

“In selling the cotton on the open 
market, the Red Cross has demoral- 
ized prices, just exactly opposite what 
congress: had irtended doing. If this 
practice continues, we oppose any 
further cotton being given the Red 
Cross.

Officials of these concerns assert 
that the installment debtor, barring 
isolated cases, is not faced by the 
same conditions which affect farm 
and other property holders. 

The companies, however, are will- 
ing to have it known that they are 
not indifferent to the difficulties of 
individual debtors. The owner of an 
automobile bought on time who finds 
himself in temporary embarrassment 
is dealt with as leniently as possible

WASHINGTON, Feb. 2.—Geor- 
gia patronage matters which will come 
prominently to the front after the in- 
auguration, of President-elect Roose- 
velt next month were discussed in a 
conference here today between Sena- 
tor Walter F. George and Fred B. 
Wilson, of Atlanta. 

Mr. Wilson, a well-known Atlanta 
businessman, is understood to have

OPERATION OF SURTAX 
EXPLAINED BY BURNET 


. (This is the last of three articles 
written for the Associated Press by 
David Burnet, commissioner of in- 
ternal revenue, explaining the new 
income tax law.)

Commissioner of Internal Revenue. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 2.—(4)— 
The normal tax rate is at the rate of 
4 per cent on the first $4,000 of net 
income in excess of the personal ex- 
émption, credit for dependents, etc., 
and at the rate of 8 per cent on the 
remainder of such excess amounts. 
The surtax—in computing which many 
taxpayers make mistakes, usually to 
their own disadvantage—begins on 
net incomes in excess of $6,000. The 
rates increase in accordance with the 
amount of net income included in 
varying so-called income tax brackets. 

The following table shows the sur- 
tax due for 1932 upon certain speci- 
fied amounts of net income. In each 
instance the first figure of the net 
income in the net income column is 
to be excluded and the second figure 
included, The percentage given oppo- 
site applies to the excess of income 
over the first figure in the net income 
column. The last column gives the 
total surtax on a net income equal to 
the second figure in the net income 
column,

BRITAIN’S DIFFICULT POSITION. 


In considering Great Britain’s dis- 
inclination to discuss concurrently 
the war debt and economic prob- 
lems, it must be borne in mind tlat 
President-elect Roosevelt’s sugges- 
tion to this end places the English 
in a delicate an@ difficult position 
in view of the agreement with 
France not to act independently. 

The situation is summed up by 
the Washington Post as follows: 

An extremely difficult problem is 
presented when Sritain, which has 
paid its debt installments, asks for 
reconsideration of its debt, while 
France, which has refused to pay, 18 
in a position to demand from Britain 
that it shall not obtain concessions 
from the United States which are not 
granted to France. The Anglo-French 
entente is apparently incompatible 
with a special Anglo-American debt 
agreement. The problem is_ made 
more difficult by the determination 
of -the United States to insist that 
some economic concessions shall be 
made to this country as the price of 
debt reduction. Thus Britain is forced 
on the one hand to mollify France, 
while hoping to obtain debt relief 
from the United States in advance of 
any relief given to France. 

As a result of this situation, it 
has been necessary for Great Brit- 
ain, in her reply to President-elect 
Roosevelt, to assume an attitude 
which puts her in the position of 
asking a favor and attempting te 
dictate the terms upon. which it 
shall be granted. | 

In the last analysis, the United 
States is, of course, not interested 
in this entanglement which must 
be gotten around by the British gov- 
ernment before it can agree in toto 
to the American proposition, but, 
in fairness to the British, it is only 
proper to say that their present at- 
titude should be viewed, at least for 
the time being, with due considera- 
tiom of the agreement with France. 


Undoubtedly, the British govern- 
ment, with its customary diplomatic 
astuteness, can, if it so desires, find 
a loophole through which it can get 
around the understanding’ with 
France, but such an effort would, 
in the very nature of things, in- 
volve at least a temporary adoption 
of her present position.

Grand Duke Cyril Romanoff.

It 
should be added that Cyril Romanoff 
lives in an isolated part of Normandy 
in France. Occasionally he comes to 


Paris to confer with the white gen- 
eral staff, under command of Ger 
eral Miller. Cyril Romanoff is the 
grand duke who in the hectic days 
of the revolution in Russia ripped his 
Shoulder straps off his uniform and 
put a red bandana around his neck 
and shouted: “Long live the revolu- 
tion !”’ _ Of course, he wasn’t for the 
revolution, he merely tried to keep 
control of things in the hands of the 
reactionary groups. Whatever his in- 
tentions, the other Romanoffs 
wouldn’t have anything to do with 
him after they lived in exile, Cyril 
was the traitor. Some improvement 
set in after the death of old Grand 
Duke Nicholas Nicholaieyitch. Cyril 
is now th: official pretender. 

There is another exile in Paris, 
Professor Paul Muliekoff, who was 
prime minister in the provisional gov- 
ernment, ‘Just as Cyril sent out his 
proclamation to the red army the other 
day, Professor Muliekoff, who is a 
distinguished liberal historian, ad- 
dressed a large meeting of Russian 
exiles.

There is not the slight- 
est hope that some other power will 
declare war on Russia. All we can 
do is wait. Perhaps some time the 
political situation inside Russia will 
change to such an extent that a demo- 
cratic opposition develops. With such 
an opposition we could co-operate and 
eventually return.” 

Professor Muliekoff intimated that 
many Russiau nobles are applying-at 
the soviet embassy in Paris for passes 
to return to their native land. Per- 
sonally, I know three princes who 
have gone back within recent weeks.

TOKYO, Feb. 2.—(®)—It became 
apparent today from newspaper com- 
ment and unofficial discussions that 
Japan, faced with the prospect of pos- 
sible withdrawal from the League of 
Nations on account of the-Manchur- 
ian dispute, was determined to retain 
islands which they hold in the Pacif- 
ic ocean under League mandate.

DEBUCHI SEES ADVANTAGE 
FOR U. 8S. IN MANCHURIA 


NEW YORK, Feb. 2.—(4)—Kat- 
suji Debuchi, Japanese ambassador 
at Washington, declared here today 
that, of all the western nations, Amer- 
ica will derive the greatest benefit 
from the “economic regeneration” of 
Manchukuo. 

Outlinging his country’s policy in 
her fight with China over the far 
eastern state, he told the New York 
State Chamber of Commerce that the 
United States would enjoy an in- 
creased volume of trade as soon as 
Manchukuo becomes economically 
sound, 

“Tt is a matter of profound regret,” 
he said, “that there have been dif- 
ferences of opinion between the Unit- 
ed States and Japan concerning. the 
Manchurian incident.

More than 
once the relations between our two 
countries have experienced some 
strain, but each time we have emerged 
better friends. .. .” 


PROTEST IS CONSIDERED 
IN PEIPING INCIDENT 

PEIPING, China, ‘Feb. 2.—(UP) 
United States marine and diplomatic 
authorities here tonight were consid- 
ering whether to lodge a formal /pro- 
test with the Japanese legation fol- 
lowing an incident involving an Amer- 
ican marine officer and a Japanese 
sentry. 

The American officer, Lieutenant 
Robert L. Skidmore, of Indianapolis, 
Ind., reported a Japanese sentry ac- 
costed him as he passed aiong a pub- 
lic sidewalk in front of the Japanese 
guard house, : 

Skidmore, intelligence officer in the 
marine detail of the legation guard 
in Peiping, in his report on the inci- 
dent, said the sentry blocked the 
public sidewalk. As he was passing, 
the lieutenant reported, the Japanese 
hashed and thrust his bayonet*clese 
to Skidmore’s abdomen. 

He said he quickly grasped the 
bayoneted rifle, however, and before 
it could reach him, pushed the sentry 
“to a safe distance.’ Skidmore said 
he made no attempt to take the rifle 
away from the Japanese or disarm 
him, but merely pushed him away. 

The lieutenant reported the Juapa- 
nese threw cartridges into the rifle 
chamber, but that he proceeded on 
his way, leaving the sentry shouting 
imprecations after him, 

Skidmore hurried to the marine 
barracks and formally reported the 
incident to his superior officer, Colo- 
nel L. M. Gulick, who said he would 
study the report in detail before de- 
ciding what action should be taken. 

The incident aroused the fvreign 
community, and it was generally 
doubted it would pass unnoticed.

Looking over the United States map 
for next points of development he 
pointed to the Ohio valley, the Ar- 
kansas valley and the Columbia river 
basin in the northwest.

Tennessee experiment. 

Reforestation is the first step in 
the program. This would be under- 
taken in the highlands with a view 
to producing lumber and retarding 
floods, 

By construction of the various flood 
control basins in the Tennessee tribu- 
tarics, he believes the amount of 
primary power at the gigantic Muscle 
Shoals, Alabama, power plant can 
be doubled to between 2,000,000 and 
3,000,000 horsepower. 

Electrification Seen. 

Granting that this amount of pow- 
er cannot be used by the present 
population of the Tennessee valley, he 
nevertheless would electrify every farm 
home and barn as well provide cheap- 
er current for the urban users. How- 
ever, land use rather than power de- 


_ velopment is the principal aim of the 


undertaking. 

He would reclaim the rich bottom 
lands now subject to constant floods 
and turn these over to those experi- 
enced in farming whom he expects to 
return from the cities. 

Wherever necessary, he would have 
the government buy up the marginal 
lands to be converted into forestry. 
Moreover, he thinks the whole deal 
“bankable” and one that would war- 
rant a bond issue to be paid for out 
of returns from the timber crops, _ 

“Attacked from all angles,” hé 
said, “this ought to give work for 

00,000 unemployed. I think we are 
making a start on one of the most 
interesting experiments a government 
has ever undertaken.

“We have between 12,000,000 and 
13;000,000 wage earners unemployed 
today.

If by government 
intervention we can restore that bal- 
ance, then we have taken a great 
step forward.

that if the bill can be brought to a 
vote today its passage with the flat 
rate amendnient probably will result. 

The bill was passed by the house 
providing for a $3 to $15 scale for 
tags for passenger cars. The senate 
committee vn motor vehicles, of which 
Senator Robert W. Campbell, of Cov- 
ington, is chairman, voted to substi- 
tute another bill calling for a flat 
$3 fee for the house bill and reported 
the $3 measure favorably. 

Immediately after the debate open- 
ed Thursday on the floor, Senator 
William H. Key, of Jasper, offered 
a substitute which would place a 
minimum cost of $5 on the tags- and 
put all passenger cars on a basis 
of 25 cents per hundred ‘pounds which 
is exactly half of the present rate. 
Trucks, under the Key substitute, 
would range trom $7.50 to $562. 

Senator Key, arguing his measure, 
said that if the Senate gave its ap- 
proval that body still would be sup- 
porting Governor Eugene Talmadge’s 
plan. In his campaign, the governor 
pledged himself to work for a $3 auto 
tag, but in his message to the leg- 
islature asked for a reduction in the 
tag prices, not fixing the definite cost 
he desired. 

“The people of this state do not 
want a flat $3 tag,” Senator Key 
said. “It is unfair to let the own- 
er of a large car pay the same li- 
cense tag fee that the owner of a 
small car pays.” 

Senator Tuten spoke briefly say- 
ing that Governor Talmadge had au- 
thorized him to say to the senate that 
the $3 tag bill as reported by the com- 
mittee was the bill which met with 
the chief executive’s full approval.

Senator Sisk followed in support of 
the flat $3 tag bill. The senator said 
that the present tax situation is un- 
bearable. . 

“The best tax measure this legis- 
lature can enaet is one which will 
leave money in the pockets of the 
people of the state,” Senator Sisk 
said. “The more money we leave with 
the people the greater will be our serv- 
icé. The flat $3 rate is the only rate 
which would be approximately fair 
to everybody.”

Fatal Auto Crashes 
Increase in January 


Fatal automobile accidents in At- 
lanta during January were almost 
twice as numerous as those occurring 
the same month in 1932, according 
to the Dixie Motor Club accident re- 
port, which showed nine fatalities last 
month as against five for the same 
period a year ago. There were 364 
motor vehicle accidents in which 180 
were injured, some severely, the re- 
port revealed. 

The report showed that collision 
between two automobiles led: the list, 
while there were 70 collisions be- 
tween autos and trucks. Drinking 
drivers cansed 14 accidents and hit- 
and-run drivers figured in. 12, of 
which one was fatal. The cars in 
accidents were driven by 243 white 
men, 122 negro men, white women 
and 41 negro women. The Dixie Mo- 
tor Club peinted out that the increase 
in figures is mute evidence of the 
need of a uniform drivers’ license law 
in Georgia.

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Buster Mott, Georgia halfback who closed out his college 
career last fall, is considering a whirl at pro football next fall 
along with Stumpy Thomason, ‘The Little Giant’’ of the Tech 
football team in 1927, 1928 TT es FEEL 
and 1929. This in addition to ve" % ok 
becoming one of the Yankee’s 
baseball proteges this spring 
and summer. 

And what a pro player he'll 
be! He never really got a 
chance, while at Georgia, to 
perform regularly. When he 
appeared as a sophomore and 
junior he was able to play but 
a part of the time because the 
backfield which was bringing 
woe to eastern and southern 
teams was functioning then. 
And during his senior year he 
played with a team which never © J 
got going and one which did ggg 
not afford him very much of an 
scrimmage. 

Mott played a lot of great football but he produced two bits 
of play which will be etched forever, with the acid of great 
drama, on the memories of those watched him. 

The first was the New York University game in 1931. The 
first half had closed with the Violets, coached by Chick Meehan, 
now at Manhattan, leading 6 to 0. And the wonder was that 
the score was not more. McNamara and LaMark had banged 
the Georgia team around quite a lot in that first half. 
Bulldogs, in fact, seemed to be walking right along the brink 
of disaster. Glasses put on Harry Mehre and the Georgia as- 
sistant coaches showed them to be as nervous and restless as 
prisoners awaiting the verdict. 

The second haJf opened. The ball was kicked off 
and it came far back. Buster Mott, who was playing to 
the right of the field, came over and took the ball. He 
got it at his 2-yard line. The record book says 4 
but I can still see Mott, not more than two steps from 
his own goal line, as he took the ball. But 2 or 4, it 
doesn’t matter. He had it. He sped straight ahead for 
a while and, as the flying wedge gathered, steamed for 
the middle of the field with that white shield running 
ahead of him. 

At about the Georgia 40-yard line the two forces met. And 
Mott somehow seemed to literally burst through it. I got the 
impression as if someone had been holding up one of those big 
rings with white paper on it—the sort they have chorus girls 
burst through to open a scene. And Mott came through and 
was gone on for a touchdown. 

The ubiquitous Catfish Smith, with 40,000 people 
breathless (this was in the boom year of 1931), kicked 
the goal. And Georgia held on and won the game. 

The second incident was not so dramatic in that it was 
strung out for almost the half of a football game. It was at Co- 
lumbus last fall. Georgia was playing Auburn. And Mott was 
hurt on the third play of the first half. The hurt required seven 
stitches to close. It was inside his mouth. Every breath and 
convulsive swallow hurt.

I went to see the various baseball 
men to ge> their reaction to the ques- 
tion “What is wrong with base- 
ball?”

M. Landis, high commissioner, by 
letter. He wrote: 

“Dear Mr. Lieb: 

“Asknowledging receipt of your 
letter, if you will tell me what is 
the matter with the newspaper busi- 
ness, the banking business, the steel 
business, the railroad business and 
every other kind of. business, I will 
tell you what is the matter with 
buseball. s 

“Very truly yours, 

“K. M. LANDIS.” 

It seems to me the spirit of this 
reply is one of the things wrong with 
baseball. I agree with the commis- 
sioner that baseball's greates? woe 
may be traced to the depression, but 
I believe in his 12-year administra- 
tion he may have found a few other 
things wrong with the game. 


OTHER THINGS. 


With minor leagues ‘ottering even 
in prosperous times, others trying to 
save themselves with the doubtful 
night ball. experiment, the vexing 
chain store problem which Landis 
had fought ‘tooth and nail, and the

A more nu- 
merous coterie gives that distinction 
to Babe Ruth and his home _ runs. 
which stimulated interest early in 
Landis’ regime. 

The writer gives the distinction to 
neither. He always has taken the 
stand baseball is bigger than any 
man. If Landis had not been select- 
ed some other public-spirited Ameri- 
can would have been given the job. 

JUST GOOD “COPY.” 

Landis, a dramatic figure on the 
bench, always had been good front 
page copy and did baseball a good 
turn by holding back his decision on 
the Chicago Federal league suit 
against “organized baseball” ~until 
such time as the rival factions could 
get together. 

Any man in his job is open to 
criticism. Ball players frequently 
have told me he is all for the owners, 
yet .he has antagonized numerous 
club owners by making free agents of 
their players when he believed they 
were being “covered up.” In some 
cases this meant as much as $15,000 
and $20,000 to the liberated player 
who then could dispose of his serv- 
ices to the highest bidder. The con- 
missioner’s hands have now been tied 
so that he wil]l be unable to inter- 
fere with such «transactions in che 
future. 

The owners gave him autocratic 
powers and he has been an autocrat. 
Landis always has insisted on the ab- 
solute letter of the law to the dotting 
of each i and the crossing of each t. 
I believe that has been his failing. As 
the head of a big enterprise, about 
one-third sport, one-third amusement 
and one-third business, he always has 
been a stern judge. For a man at 
the head of a big professional sport, 
he never has had any “eye for the 
gate.” I believe one can be an ideal- 
ist and still be a practical business 
executive. 

MORE JUDGE LANDIS. 

Several years ago he issued a pro- 
nunciaments against adl managers, 
major and minor, giving Qut the names

Forward Pass Restriction 
To Take Much of 
First Day’s Time. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 2.—(UP) 
Conservatism and simplification will 
be the keynotes of American football 
coaches, deliberations on the 1933 
playing code, Low Little, leader of the 
advisory committee, said today. 

“I think the time has come for 
making our rules more simple,” Little 
said. “Of course, there is no ‘elling 
what proposals will be made in ou 
meeting. But I think most of the 
coaches will have the same attitude 
that I do.” 

The football rules committee of the 
Coaches Association has arranged an 
all-day meeting on Saturday. This 
committee has no legislative power. 
It merely agrees on recommendations

mittee of the National Collegiate Ath- 
letic Association. This latter com- 
mittee is responsible for the code by 
which the game is played. 

Much of Saturday's deliberations 
are expected to center around further 
restriction of the forward pass. Lit-

“T don’t know just what sort of a 
curb could be made, however,” he 
said.

Warner favors points for first 
downs as a means of deciding close 
games and to increase the amount of 
rushing at the expense of passing 
and kicking. He is of the opimon 
that the defense line should be limited 
to six men. This, of coursé, would 
add strength te the attacking side.

With one bail trover pending

Bonfils had directed the Post since 
the death of Tammen on July 6, 1924. 
They also published the old Kansas 
City Post from 1909 until 1922. 

Had Varied Career. 

An extremely wealthy man, he had 
engaged during his eventful career in 
such varied enterprises as running a 
lottery in Kansas City, when that was 
legal, townsjte development in the 
territorial days of Oklahoma and own- 
ership of a circus. 

News of the publisher’s death 
brought many messages of condolence, 
including one from President Hoover. 

Bonfils brought a $200,000 libel 
suit recently against the Rocky Moun- 
tain News, of Denver. His illness pre- 
vented continuation of an examina- 
tion for a deposition to be used by 
the News. 

In 1915 Bonfils and Tammen were 
shot and wounded by W. W. Ander- 
son, an attorney, who was tried three 
times but never convicted. . 

Born in Troy, Mo., December 31. 
1860, the son of Mr. and Mrs. Eugene 
Napoleon Bonfils, Bonfils attended 
West Péint with such classmates as 
General John J. Pershing, but resign- 
ed after three years. 

Joins Land Rush. 

In 1889 he joined in the land rush 
when Indian territory was opened. He 
was active in the development of 
Guthrie, Okla., and platted the town 
of Oklahoma City, Hemphill county, 
Texas. Then he returned to Kansas 
City and became associated with a 
lottery company. He disposed of his 
lottery interests after a federal anti- 
lottery law was enacted. . 

Moving to Denver he met Tammen, 
a bar tender at the old Pioneer Wind- | 
sor hotel, who published the Great Di- | 
vide, a weekly newspaper. With the | 
purchase of the Post Bonfils and Tam- | 
men introduced into the west a new } 
type of journalism, a fearless form of | 
personal newspapering. 

They caused to be carved over the 
Post entrance the motto: “Oh, jus- 
tice, when expelled from other habita- 
tions, make this thy dwelling place.” 

Over every crime story in the Post 
the line in parenthesis “crime never
